Some 20,000 Quebec university students yesterday- sta- 
ged an effective but quiet boycott of lectures. At McGill 
99% of the students honoured the walkout. 

Only at the University of Sherbrooke was the strike 
ineffective. At that university — almost entirely govern- 
ment subsidized — members of the faculty threatened to re- 
sign if classes were boycotted. Since most of the staff are 
unpaid volunteers, students decided to attend classes. 

At Sir George Williams, the University of Montreal, La- 
val, and Bishop's the walkout was as successful as at McGill. 
Student officials estimated that upwards of 95% did not 
attend classes. ,

employment,- wheat surpluses, high tax- 
es, and inadequate social security, and 
constrasted it with the "action" prp- 
gram of the Tories. 

Replying to hecklers who displayed 
signs proclaiming "A vote for Diefen- 
baker is a vote for Duplessis", the 
meeting's co-chairman, Bob Amaron, 
lashed out at the Liberals' "phony 
education platform". The Liberal at- 
tempt to capitalize on public disquiet 
over education, with a program that 
could never legally be passed into 
law, was sabotaging the efforts of 
students here in Quebec to focus pu- 
blic attention on Duplessis' failures, 
he contended.

40,000 SCHOLARSHIPS 
The Liberal chieftan proposed a 
plan that is part of the Liberal plat- 
form whereby, if' elected, they would 
set up 10,000 scholarships and bursaries 
for four University years which would 
total over $25 million. 

The 40,000 .scholarships and bursa- 
ries would be available to any Cana- 
dian University student, if eligible, and 
would also be supplemented by a loan 
fund Xo be set up for students who 
would repay the money after gradua- 
tion. 

The establishment of these aids to 
students would not infringe on Pro- 
vincial rights, according to Pearson,- 
as the Provincial domain lies only 
within the administration end of edu 
cation. 

These funds would be administered 
in the. same manner that the National 
Research Council scholarships arc, and 
would be like an extension of these 
grants. (NRC grants are acceptable by 
Quebec University students.)

We must congratulate ourselves now. We have done a 
great thing. What was first proposed with uncertainty and 
received with scorn and cynicism yesterday blossomed out 
into what was the best thing unhappy students of this Pro- 
vince could have done. The walkout was a complete success ;

Only Cypriot Cypriots?

The Premier of the Province of Quebec declared him- 
self to be puzzled at the student suspension. We are not 
surprised ; indeed we are glad that the gentleman is puzzled 
'_ : this may evoke in him some rational thought to' lighten 
his darkness. Other circles may have second thoughts today 
also, particularly the Montreal Star which was editorially 
acrimonious to the project. To many rational student action 
was inconceivable. To many the idea of students acting as a ' 
social force seemed new, strange and somehow suspect, while 
the education problem seemed to be inextricably bound up 
in frightening complex of the Quebec political scene and 
thus incapable of hopeful solution. 

The dramatically successful student walkout may not 
have provided a solution — it was not intended to. What it 
-has done however is to prove that the wellsprings, strengths 
and techniques of democratic action are still as viable as 
ever. And by 'doing this the lesson may get through to 
citizens of Quebec, that all is not necessarily lost in this 
province until "time the great healer solves things in her 
own way." They may realize, when the news of this student 
protest reverberates around the world, as it will, that a 
weakness in their society is being spotlighted. Perhaps then 
some public spirited men may be aroused to take the cou- 
rageous initial step needed to free this province from the 
limbo of lassitude and license. 

The speaker at the recent Daily banquet made the 
remark that M. Duplessis was essentially an "organization 
man" and thus hard to outmatch. Our society is lbaded with 
' organization men ; if these men, spurred on by the spirit of 
justice and service, wanted to do battle we are confident of 
their ultimate victory. It is the will to take up the cause 
that has been lacking so far, not the need of a cause. The 
students have just shown the way. They have thrown down 
the gauntlet and are looking now for champions for their 
cause — we trust they will not look in vain. They have 
played their part. What next ? With this question we face 
our elders.

Sir: 

I was shocked with the inaccuracy 
of your parallelism in today's (Feb. 
28) editorial entitled "The Great Elec- 
tion Issue". I am referring to the last 
paragraph reading as follows : "Al- 
gerian Algerians will still be fighting 
French Algerians . . . Greek Cypriots 
will be fighting Turkish Cypriots . . ." 

Certainly if the Greek Cypriots are 
to fight (again) against someone in 
Cyprus, this will be the British whom 
they regard as their occupants. Your 
parallelism confuses the issue, since 
one gets the impression that the war 
the Greek Cypriots fought — and 
might fight again — is just another 
"civil war". 



Definitely this is not the case. The 
Greek Cypriots did not fight against 
the Turkish Cypriots, with the excep- 
tion of sporadic incidents, where they 
knew that the latter were collaborating 
with the enemy ' (according to E.O. 
K.A. standards). 

The issue is complicated enough not 
to be confused further. The only 
service you can render is to clarify it 
and not to make it appear as "civil 
war". For the Greek Cypriots — being 
the four-fifths of the total population 
of Cyprus — the issue is a matter of 
obtaining freedom and not fighting 
their fellow citizens. <

STUDENTS STAGE SUCCESSFUL WALKOUT 



At McGill itself all was quiet. A 
few picketcrs were stationed at the 
entrances to each building, but no 
force was used to prevent non-strikers 
from entering. 

Notices from the Students' Executive 
Council were posted in all buildings 
asking students to think twice before 
going to classes. 

Commenting on the day's events, 
Dr. F. Cyril James said, "I doubt if 
any strike action is the appropriate 
weapon in an affair of this kind. The 
action of students has been splendid, 
however, in that there have been no 
disturbances of any kind." 

Spealy'ng to the Daily late yester- 
day afternoon the Principal estimated 
that 99% of the students had honour- 
ed the walkout. 

LONE STUDENT 

One student attended a mathematics 
class and was expelled by the lecturer 
for talking. 

At Dr. James' Economics 100 lec- 
ture two students arrived to sit in 
the Moyse Hall. 

Five students out of a class of 127 
arrived to write a class test in Eco- 
nomics 2 11C. They wrote the test but 
it was later rumoured that the test 
would be repeated at a later date. 

Extra detectives were on hand from 
Pinkerton's, but no trouble arose. On- 
ly members of the press, faculty mem- 
bers, and .students producing proper 
identification were allowed to enter 
the campus proper. 

The French Canadian newspaper La 



Presse devoted its entire page three 
to the strike. Its headline read, "The 
Students Stage a Calm Strike". Two 
stories discussed the students' reason 
for calling a strike and the story on 
the strike itself. 

The English press yesterday carried 
headlines to the effect that the police 
were in position at the universities 
in order to prevent violence. 

When a group of Daily reporters 
visited the U of M campus yesterday 
afternoon they found everything un- 
der control. Picketers allowed only 
staff members or students with special 
passes issued by the strikers to enter 
in automobiles. Non-striking students 
— there were very few — had to 
walk. 

A press dispatch from Quebec City 
quoted the vice-president of the le- 
gislative assembly, Daniel Johnson, as 
saying:. "Public opinion is what 
counts with the government. When 
the public wants more universities 
than roads, we will give them more 
universities." 

Premier Duplessis was "too busy" 
to comment on the situation. When 
the Daily contacted his office in Que- 
bec City it was informed that if the

The English Department's production of J. M. SyngcVThe Playboy of the Western World" is remarkable in 
several ways. The sets, designed by director John Summers and constructed by Neil Madden, supplemented with 
Althca Douglas' costumes, are utterly compelling. Even though we could not judge their authenticity, the detailed 
conception, delightful colours, and meticulous execution of both settings and costumes forced our imagination to 
believe in their aptness. This part of the production is an inspired piece of work. 



The play itself is very odd, alien 
to a North American audience. The 
whole story is carried out in a vil- 
lage public house on a wild coast of 
County Mayo in Ireland. The "Play- 
boy" himself is a sensitive young 
farmer boy who accidentally bursts 
into the lives of the villagers believ- 
ing that he has killed his father. He 
is proud of the deed, and the vil- 
lagers play homage to him as a hero 
for it. The whole village becomes in- 
volved with this mock heroic char- 
acter and a variegated display of 
elemental human nature is precipitat- 
ed. 

The language which expresses the 
drama is even more alien to our ears 
than the plot and characters are to 



our experience. The diction and 
speech rhythms of the play arc actual 
and derive their music and profusely 
rich imagery from common speech. 
Our eyes and ears are seldom given 
opportunity to feast on such sump- 
tuous fare as crude and joyful reality 
expressed in living poetry. 

The demands of this kind of 
drama, made even greater by the 
physical barrier of dialect arc some- 
what too great for an amateur cast. 
The full potential of the drama and 
the delicate nuances of poetry and 
emotion are seldom fully realized. 
Ann Golden, however, does give a 
completely convincing, even a pro- 
fessional performance as the publi- 
can's daughter. With the exception 



of Paul Hccht's delightful portrait 
of Old Mahon and Roger Bureau's 
slightly stilted but often moving 
portrayal of the Playboy, the major 
characters were portrayed with uni- 
form unevenness. Michael Kinsman's 
Publican has some very happy mo- 
ments in the last act and Penelope 
Parndalc's widow Quin was com- 
petent but not very deep. 

Taken as a whole the production is 
smooth, tightly directed, and free of 
the usual goofs and miscucs, for 
which John Sommers is to be con- 
gratulated. We are fortunate in hear- 
ing him heading the -drama depart- 
ment. Whatever you do, don't miss 
the third act — it's great.

other athletic events for which, at 
present, no satisfactory facilities arc 
available to the city.
